But they said both Japan and 
the United Kingdom are piledg- 


ed not to “rock the boat” at 
this stage. 

Eventually, they said, the

British and Japanese may then 
put pressure on the U.S. to 
concede Communist Chinese 
ownership of Quemoy and 
Matsu. 


The sources were confident 
neither Britain nor Japan would 
exert such pressure while the 
United States is standing wp to 
Communist threats and “Actual 
shooting or threat of shooting 
in the Taiwan Strait.

NAGOYA (Kyodo)—The medi- 
cal department of Nagoya 
University has succeeded in 
chilling the human body down

completed recently by scientists 
at Nagoya University under the 
supervision of Prof. Yoshio 
Hashimoto.

“Many schools charge up to 
$500 for a course, but that 
doesn’t guarantee a career. It’s 
one thing for a girl with no 
beauty—and often with physical 
deformities—to learn poise and 


charm, but another to get into 
modeling. One girl, with no 
qualifications, came to me be- 
cause she had ‘been on TY. 
Actually, she appeared only 
briefly in school commercials 


on a local station, yet she quit 
high school, convinced she'll be 
a success,” said Silver, who acts 
as an “impolite” taskmaster 
because it saves girls heart- 
break and trouble. 

His agency has 60 fashion 
show models, 40 photographers’ 
models, 10 children, and 15 
men. The models must earn a 
minimum of $250 a week to stay 
with the agency. Some rake in 
$150 a week in permanent jobs 
modeling lingerie or clothes for 
high fashion houses, Others 
make up to $1,200 a week on 
an hourly basis in spot jobs. 

Silver figures a girl needs $15 
a week to keep herself in 
cosmetics, hair-dos, and ac: 
cessories. He checks bank ac- 
counts, recommends allowances 
from parents, advises strict 
budgeting, saving, and planning 
for the future. If a model is 
late for the job, he cuts her 


bookings. If she fails to show 
up, he drops her from the 
roster. 


“It’s tough to get into the 
business and tough to stay in. 
But if a girl is determined 
here’s what she should do: 

“Go to a licensed agency. 
Learn your qualifications and 


‘limitations, find out what cate- 
gory you fit into— fashion, 
photography, television (this 
requires acting experience), or 
convention and  trade-show 
modeling, 

“Have test pictures taken. 


But don’t pay the photographer. 
He pays you if he sells the 
shots. Don’t spend money on 
a school. If an agent thinks you 
have promise, he'll teach you 
to walk, etc, 

“Don't plan on making 
money the first three months. 
Use this time to learn the 
ropes — photographers, groom- 
ing, techniques of posing, 

“Be an extrovert, A girl is 
selling her face or figure, so 
she can’t be shy or embarrassed. 
She doesn’t have to be beauti- 


ful, but she must be fresh, 
clean, and crisp. No heavy

To Iron Out 
Indian Loans 


The Japanese Government has 
reportedly started talks with the 
FEimbassy in preparation 
for a parley with an Indian Fi 
nance Ministry representative 
on three types of credits Japan 
will extend to India. 

The Indian official 
Gupta, joint secretary of the 
Finance Ministry, who is sche- 
uled to arrive in Tokyo Oct. 18 
en route to Seattle to attend a 
Colombo Plan conference open- 
ing Oct. 20. 

According to informed circles, 
the Government plans to settle 
aimost all pending problems 
concerning the proposed three 
Japanese credits during Gupta’s 
brief stopover in Tokyo. 

One of the three credits is a 
$10 million “additional” loan 
Japan has promised to extend 
to India within Japan's current 
fiscal vear. This loan was set 
up at a conference of five trade 
creditor nations for India—Brit- 
ain, the U.S., Canada, West Ger 
and Japan—at Washing- 
August. The conferefice 
called to ease Indias 
drawn-out foreign exchange dif- 
ficulties. 

The loan was in addition to 
a ven loan of ¥18,000 million, 
which Japan agreed to grant In- 
dia Feb. 4. ,

of Mecca, the leader of the Arab 


independence movement refer- 
red to above. The _ sheriff 
demanded, as stated in the 


opening chapter, the incorpora- 
tion of Arabia, Palestine, Syria, 
and Mesopotamia, with the 
Mediterranean as the western 
frontier. MacMahon, the Arabs 
insisted, had accepted this, with 
the exception of “certain dis- 
tricts lving to the west of the 
districts of Damascus, Homes, 
Hara, and Aleppo.” 

Thus, the Arabs invoked a 
British promise of 1915, while 
the Zionists invoked a British 
promise of 1917. The British 
policy seemed thereafter to 
maneuver between the Jewish 
and Arab claims. 

Palestine War 

The British mandate over 

Palestine terminated on May 15, 


147. During the night from 
May 14 to May 15, the Jewish 
state of Israel—which was the 


consummation of Zionist aspir- 
ations—was proclaimed at Tel 
Aviv with Dr. Weinzgman as 
president and D. Ben-Gurion as 
prime minister. On that very 
day, however, the armies of the 
Arab states—40,000 men in total 
sent by Egypt, Syria, Lebanon, 
Trans-Jordan and Iraqg—invac- 
ed Palestine from all sides. 
The army of Israel, organized 
mainly out of an earlier milita 
known aS Haganah, resisted 
successfully to hold the Arab 
armies at its frontiers until the 
United Nations ordered a truce. 
It was this so-called Palestine 
war that marked a significant 
turn in the brief history of 
Arab nationalism. Before this 
war, Arab. nationalism was 
mainly for the prosperity of the 
roval families of the Hashim 
dynasty and the extension of 
their sovereign powers. It had 
little to do with the desires and 


dreams of the 50 million Arab 
people. 

The Palestine war, which 
revealed grave disunity  be- 


tween the member states of the 
league concerning the aims to 
be pursued there, corruption of 
the governments and their 
rnulitary weakness, offered a 
chance for the regeneration of

father, it was regarded as an 
unpardonable shame. 

Though the old family system 
has disappeared, the people are 
still in the habit of erecting 
fine tombstones for their 
parents and visiting them quite 
often. Higan or equinox week 
from Sept. 20-26, is the period 
of haka-mairi or cemetery visit- 
ing as is also the spring 
equinox week. ; 

The whole family visits the 
family cemetery some time dur- 
ing the week, First they sweep 
the compounds clean, and then 
offer flowers and senko (in- 
cense sticks). Another im- 
portant rite is to pour water 
over and around the tombstone. 
Then all kneel and pray, often 
repeating Buddhist sutras. 

The rite of pouring water is 
distinctly Buddhist. The water 
poured on the tomb is called 
salvation water, and it is he- 
lieved that the water will aicd 
the dead in attaining Salvation, 
Thus this ceremony of pouring 
water is important in haka- 
mairi. 

In ancient times, the grave 
was only an earth mound, and 
the water was poured all over 
the mound, As tombstones 
came to be erected to mark the 
burial grounds, it became 
customary to pour water over 
the stone. Generally shallow 
holes are made in the hase 
stone of the tombstone to hold 
water. 

Many present-day people 
have forgotten the meaning of 
pouring water and think that 
it is only a matter of custom. 
Old fashioned people still think 
that water is necessary for the 
salvation of their ancestors, and 
oppose the modern habit of 
paving the cemetery ground 
with stones or concrete as such 
will not permit the water to 
reach the remains or bones 
buried underneath.

our Taiwan policy while it got 
us out of our foolish and wun- 
popular commitment in the off- 
shore islands. 

But there is no good reason 
to hope that the Dulles formula 
can be agreed upon. Apart from 
the Communist opposition to it, 
there is the prior fact that 
Chiang will almost certainly op- 
pose it. it is most improbable 
that Dulles can get authority 
from Chiang to make such a 
deal, or even to make a serious 


proposal. 
° . 


For at the barest minimum, 
and taking the rosiest possible 
view of Red China’s attitude, 
the Dulles formula would re 
quire Chiang to make two very 
painful concessions. One would 
be to withdraw his troops and 
to abandon the islands, which 
are the symbol of his intention 
to return to the mainland. The 
other concession would be to 
renounce publicly the use of 
force in order to return to the 
mainland, to renounce-—-that is 
to say—the fiction that the real 
China is in Taiwan and that it 
will recover the rest of China. 

Were it proposed seriously by 
us in a serious negotiation with 
Red China, the Dulles formula 
would almost certainly mean 
the downfall of Chiang’s Gov- 
ernment. For under the formuia 
the Chiang Government would 
lose the reason for its existence, 
and the mainiand Chinese who 
are In Taiwan would find them- 
selves exiles from China and 
prisoners on the island. There 
would be no good reason left 
why they should not make their 
peace with Peiping, accepting 
some one of the tempting offers 
which reach them publicly and 
through private channels. 

For these reasons alone, the 
Dulles formula is not really a 
negotiating proposal. It is a de- 
bating position, good for a few 
public speeches, in that it sug- 
gests the attractive idea that the 
Chinese civil war and the Chi- 
nese-American conflict can be 
resolved without shooting. 

This is what ought to be made 
to happen. But it cannot come 
to pass because of our entangle- 
ment, which has engaged our 
honor, with Chiang.

Waning Power 


of Eisenhower 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's coattails look 
even shorter this year. 


Three times in the past—in 
the elections of 1952, 1954 and 
1956—Republican candidates for 
Congress rode his coattails as 
hard as they could, 


All three times Eisenhower 
was riding a wave of personal 
popularity but only once was 
he able to help his party to 
victory. 

This year, with Republicans 
desperately anxious to regain 
control of Congress, he figures 
to. be of even less help than 


before. 
For two reasons: 
1. He’s been coming more 


and more under criticism, 


2, He’s a lame-<duck Pres- 
ident—he’s finishing out his sec- 
ond and last term because, by 
law, he can’t run again. 

A lame duck in any political 
office traditionally has an eb- 
bing influence, 


So it’s questionable how much 
help he can give the Republic- 
an congressional candidates in 
1958 or how much help they 
want from him. 


It still isn’t clear how much 
campaigning he intends to do, 
if any. This might be taken 
as a sign of how the wind 
blows: 

Last March 2 chairman And- 
rew F,. Schoeppel of the Re- 
publican Senatorial Campaign 
Committee said he hoped Eisen- 
hower would be active in the 
campaign but added: 

“IT don’t think any President 
can go out and give his bless- 
ing to any one man and have 
that the contributing factor. It 
can be helpful factor. , .but in 
the last campaign (in 1956) in 
some of these instances it didn’t 
turn out so well,” 

Schoeppel said it would be 
“detrimental in some states” for 
Republicans to base their cam- 
paign on support for Eisenhow- 
er’s programs. 

He said some GOP candidates 
“simply are not going to take 
the same position as the Presi- 
dent or his advisers” on some 
questions, like foreign aid and 
trade. 

Republicans—including their 
national chairman, Meade Al- 
corn—have predicted they'd 
win control of the House but 
admitted the Senate fight is 
tough. 

For Alcorn this seemed to in- 
dicate a rise in spirits since last 
April. 

Then he was admitting he 
didn’t think his party could 
win the Senate and predicted 


only a bare majority in the 


House. 

In 1952—when Eisenhower 
Was the enormously popular 
war hero and voters were fed 
up with 20 years of the Demo- 
crats—he not only won himself 
but swept his party along with 
him to control of Congress. 

Not so in 1954, He wasn't 
running that year but he cam- 
paigned across the country for 


the Republican congressional 
candidates. It wasn't good 
enough. The Democrats took 


over Congress. 

In 1956 there was reason to 
expect a different result, Eisen- 
hower, still immensely popular, 
was running for his second 
term and he canipaigned as 
hard as he could after a heart 
attack and a serious intestinal 
operation. 

It didn’t work. He won for 
himself overwhelmingly. But 
again the Republicans lost con- 
trol of Congress to the Demo- 
crats, 

This year. as a lame duck 
under growing criticism, there's 
no reason to think he’d by any 
more effective than in 1954 or 
1956 in earrying his party to 
victory.

glement, we could have a. Tai- 
wan policy which, though wun- 
acceptable to Peiping, would 
command wide support in this 
country and in the world. ‘The 
principle of our policy would 
be that the island of Taiwan is 
not under the law of the Japa- 
nese peace treaty as yet a part 
of China, and that In fact Tai- 
wan has for many generations 
not been governed from the 
mainiand, 


The American national inter- 
est in Taiwan is not that it 
should masquerade as China but 
that the Taiwan people should 
have autoromy and that in a 
military sense the island should 
be strategically neutralized. 

If we were free, we would, in 
short, go to the United Nations 
and propose that Taiwan be con- 
stituted an autonomous terri- 
tory, neutralized and demilitar- 
ized under international super- 
vision. It would be a corollary 
of such a proposal that the bulk 
of the mainland Chinese in Tal- 
wan should be repatriated 
the mainiand and that Chiang 
and his lieutenants should be 
given asvium in some safe place.

Although such a policy would 
truly serve our national inter- 
ests in this area, and would be 
respectable in the opinion of 
mankind, there is no hope now 
that it can be adopted. Both 
Chiang and Mao will oppose it, 
and we are not free to propose 
what Chiang opposes, 

There will remain the ques- 
tion of whether we are com- 
pelled to do what Chiang de- 
mands. Quemoy is in fact be- 
sieged and blockaded, and it 
can be only a question of time 
when it will surrender or it 
will have to be evacuated. For 
the siege and blockade of this 
island cannot be lifted except by 
an attack on the Chinese main- 
land, an attack which would 
precipitate, at the least, a local 
war. 

The alternative is for the 
President to break off this ac- 
tion, thus disengaging this coun- 
try from the offshore islands, 
and to use the power of the 
7th Fleet to evacuate Chiang’s 
troops. That this will be a de- 
feat and a retreat is only too 
obvious. But, as compared 
with letting Quemoy be starv- 
ed out, or with starting a gen- 
eral war over Quemoy, it is the . 
least of the evils. For we must 
not deceive ourselves. There 
is no good way out of this dead 
end into which the President 
and Dulles have led us.

In this connection we can do 
well to read and to ponder Win- 
ston Churchill's final conclu- 
sions in the chapter called “The 
Tragedy of Munich” in his book 
“The Gathering Storm.” 

His central point is that the 
tragedy of Munich lay in the 
fact that France and Great 
Britain sacrificed Czechoslova- 
kia at a moment when “honor 
pointed the path of duty, and 
when also the right jadement 
of the facts at the time would 
have reinforced its dictates.” 

But what is often overlooked 
is a passage which precedes 
this judgment: “Those who are 
prone by temperament and 
character to seek sharp and 
clearcut solutions of difficult 
and obscure problems who are 
ready to fight whenever some 
challenge comes from a foreign 
power have not always been 
right. On the other hand, those 
whose inclination is to how 
their heads, to seek patiently 
and faithfully for peaceful com- 
promise, are not always wreng. 
On the contrary, in the majori- 
ty of instances they may be 
right, not only morally but 
practical . standpoint. 
How many wars have been 
averted by patience and persist- 
ing good will! Religion and 
virtue alike lend their sanctions 
to meekness and humility, not 
only between men but between 
nations. How many wars have 
been precipitated by firebrands! 
How many misunderstandings 
which led to wars could have 
been removed by temporizing! 
How often have countries 
fought cruel wars and then 
after a few years of peace found 
themselves not only friends but 


allies!
